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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on April 14, 2006. These drawings are accepted by 
the examiner. 

Specification 

2. The substituted specification filed on April 14, 2006 is acknowledged. The 
substituted specification has been entered in the record of the filed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest a gas generator comprising a tubular crimp case having an 
upper end and lower end, the tubular crimp case connecting and fastening the cup body 
to the igniter collar by bending the upper end of the tubular crimp case towards the 
igniter collars such that a first bent portion formed at the upper end presses a part of the 
cup body against a part of an exterior surface of the igniter collar. These structures in 
combination with other structures as recited in claim 1 define over prior art of record. 

With respect to claim 9, the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a gas generator comprising: 
crimping an upper end of a tubular crimp case inwardly and pressing the flange portion 
of the cup body against the igniter collar, and crimping an lower end of the tubular crimp 
case inwardly and pressing the lower end against the igniter collar. These steps in 
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combination with other steps and structures as recited in claim 9 define over prior art of 
record. 

With respect to claim 12, the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a gas generator comprising: 
crimping an upper end of a tubular crimp case inwardly and pressing the flange portion 
of the cup body against the igniter collar, and pressing the igniter collar against the bent 
portion of the tubular crimp case by pressing the flange portion against the igniter collar. 
These steps in combination with other steps and structures as recited in claim 12 define 
over prior art of record.
